All the 
refreſhment which the py had under Indges., fighting 
for them, and reſcuing them from their oppreſſours , was 
but a ſhadow axd a glaſſe to looke wnto that reſt which's to 
be found vnder the Meſsias , who pon hu peoplein ſuch 
ſafetie, that thered Dragon with his power cannot come 
neere topurſue, Theholy lime u kept, and cloſeth the booke 
of Ruth with Dauid the ſonne of Teſle for no other pur- 
poſe but to point at the Meſsias-the Son of Dauid accor-:

And the ſubictt of 
their conference ſaith Luke , was of his death which he 
ſhould wow at Teruſalem. After his reſurrettion in 
that powerfull Sermon of his, which made the hearts of the 
hearers to burne within them. Did he not begin at Moſes 
and the Prophets,and expound vnto them in all the Scrips 
tures theſe things that were written concerning him , it 
would takt a long time, and fill many pages to goe through 
all.T heſe few words to them that are wiſe in the knowledge 
of God, may be ſufficient.

Among the reſt of theſe things which were in the 
peoples eyes, and occurred to their conſideration to 
diſcourage them , this was notone of the leaſt : the 
preſent eſtate & condition of the Prieſthood, which 
had loſt all the former glory and dignity, & tothem 
itappeareda thingaltogether impoflible , that eucr 
their Pricſt and Prieſthood ſhould recouer the wonz- 
red beautic. To meet with them in their doubtful coz 
Sitation, and to raiſe their hearts with comfort in this 
ſame particular: There is in the beginning of this 
chapter, a viſion concerning 7ehoſbua their high Prieſt 
who althogh he be (as inthe viſion he is repreſented) 
Apoc. 12+ 9 yile and contemptible, partlie in regard of the ma- 

| lice of Sathan that purſueth him, partly in regard of 
his owne pollutionand ſinnes, which arethe mater of 
»1ob,z-1, Sathansaſſaultsand accuſations. Yet is the Lord him 
ſelf,cuen the Meſ5ias, thegreat Mediatour and Ad- 
vocat ofhis Church broght in pleading forhim. And 
inthis pleading lo prevailing, that Sathan gets the 
foyle,and is rebuked, 1e/oſhnaismadefreeand _

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ued. His filthy garments are taken from him, a crown 
for his head, and the ornaments belitting the Pricſt- 
hoodare rendred to him , 

In the Chapter conteining this heauenly & com* 
fortablo viſion , there are ewo chiefe and principall 
points. The oneis the ſpeech of Godin the mouth of 
his Prophet anent 1choſhua the high Prieſt- And the 
ſecondisthe tranſlition of his ſpeech from 7ehoſhua 
the Type to the great high Pricſt of the Houſe of 
God, lI:svs Cuaxrisr. Wherein is ſet down the 
happy eſtate and condition of his Church and peo- 
ple vaderhim. But leauing the firſt part of the Chap? 
ter, let vs deale with the laſt three Verſes , wherein 
that which hath beenc formerly ſpoken of the Levi- 
ticall Pricſthood, to bereſtored in the perſon of Teho. 

»4,is now declared to haue the accompliſhment in 
theperſon of Issvs Cuxrisr then to come and now 
cxhibite,of whom 1choſhua was the type: for the Lord 
our God would not haue his peopleabide or reſt in 
the externall ſhadow of that miniſtery, but that in it 
they ſhould conſider what was figured, and looke'to 
Izsvs Cur1sr who was to come. And heerein may 
be contidered. rx. That the Maieſty and dignity of 
that Prieſthood before the captivity was very great. 
2, Inthetime of the captivity , the honour of that 
Prieſthood was laid asit werein the duſt, and caſten 
to the ground. The viſioun repreſenting that time 
brings in 7ehoſhua,cled infilthy garments, ina baſe & 
vile eſtate. 3. Afterthe captivity,the Lordasaſigne 
of his mercifull returneto his people, he reſtoreth the 


Prieſthood again-And yet neither the glory of Prieſt 
A 2 nor 
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nor Temple was thought anſwerable to that which 
wasof before, 

Heere therefore comes inthe peoples conſolation 
to looke in throughall theſe Types, tothe glory and 
dignity of the Prieſthood of Is svs Cxrisr tocome, 
with which in dignity and maieſty cannot enter in 
copariſon, the Leviticall Prieſthood then ſtanding, & 
now aboliſhed, '1. The Prieſt. and Prieſthood then 
was glorious intheir owne forme of glory and ſplenz 
dor: But all the glory which they had, was buta ſhas 
dow. Andtheend of it was to point at the glorious 
Prieſthood of Izsvs Cuxisre 2. That Prieſthood 
with the glory of it, was ſubicd to alterations and 
decayes: Bur the Prieſthood of Izsvs Curisr re- 
maines vnchangeable,and is cuerlaſting. 3. That the 
people ſhould notreſt vpon theſe ſhadowes, and to 
comfort them. againſtall mutatios whatſoever. There 
isno folide nur ſtedfaft way butone, looke toIzsys 
Cnxrsr, In him, as the Father hath declared, him- 
ſelfe well pleaſed. Soinhim only doth the ſoule of 

the belecuer finde ſound peace and contentment, 

The Lord our God who typed Izsvs Carisr in 
the Law,and deliuered himin fgures tothe people in 
that Leviticall ſeruice, althogh he hath remoued the 
types. Andwe hauc Ixsvs plainly and ſimply deliucs 
red to vs in the Word and Sacraments: Yet remaines 
therein his Church ſome teaching of this kindeand 
nature,wherein by outward, weareledvnto inward, 
and by earthly, wee are carryed vnto ſpirituall things. 
Andin things concerning this life, isſhadowcd vnto 
vsthings eternall, andwhich concerncth the liſe that

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isto come. Theglory ofthe Temple of o}d was great 
But what was itin compariſon of the glory & beau 
ty of theſpiricuall Houle of Issvs Cnr isr, whois 
fairer then the children ofmen. Theglory and Maie- 
ſty of the high Pricſt of old was great : but what was 
it compared with the glory and Maicſtic of our high 
Prieſt. But theſe types are away. What remaines yer, 
and ſhall remaine in rhe Church to the end of tic 
World,of that kinde of doctrine, Euen thus much. 
Haſt thou any delight or pleaſure in the beautifull 
ſhapeor frame of this World , or any of the Crea- 
tures thatare therein, Should thou reſt there ? No: | cor.7.31, 
This World andthe ſhape and faſhion of it will goc } !9h-2-17 
away. Butthinke that alltheſe things being but ſha. Tr? 
dowes,they cannot by many degrees come to the re. 
ſeblance of that delight, 8& theſe cuerlafting pleaſures 
inthe life to come: for rhe which as thy ſoule ſhould 
carneſtly ſeek, ſo except thou getaſſuranceto be par- 
taker ofthem , it had beene better for thee neuer to 
haue beene borne. Theglory and Maieſty of earthly 
Kings is great, yet allthcir glory followes thembut Frome ; 
to their graue. But O,how greatis thatglory, tobee apoc.7.9. 
crownedin Heauen , to becloathed with fine white 
robes, hauing palmes in their hands in ſigne of vio. 
ry. Andall this glorious eſtate is promiſed to the 
mexneſt ſubicQ of the Kingdome of Izsvs Cuxrsr., 
Bread is comfortable to an hungrie body, but as the 
hunger ofthe body may make thee fay to him: Lord, 
give vs this day our daylie bread: So knowing the ,,,,,;,, 
want of thy ſoule,ſhould thou not run with a petition Iobns. 32. 
for it tohim,who hath _ haue hid Manna togiue 9992-07 
$; YOU. - 
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you. Andof whoſe Houſe itmay be well ſaid, There 
15 initbread enough, large mercies and comforts to 
the hungrie and wearied ſoule that comes to ſecke 
them. Drinke is good for athirſtie body , but wilt 
thou not remember of thy ſoule, and heare him who 
hath ſaid, I haue drinke to giue, whereof whoſocucr 
drinketh, ſhall neuer thirſt againe, It we haue no ap” 
petite but naturall, of things concerningthe body, 
what difference betwixt vs and the beaſt? But a ſpiri- 
tualland renewed man, is he not knowen in his ſpirt- 
tuall appetite and defires, ſuch as was that man accor- 
ding to Gods owne Heart, expreſsing his ſpirituall 
appetite this way: As the Hart brayeth for the rivers 
of waters,ſo panteth my ſoule for thee O God. Garz 
mentsare ſteedable to the naked ; But remembring 
thy (oule , heare him who calleth you to come and 
buy of him garments, to couer your filthy nakednes, 
that yee bee nota ſpectakle of ſhame in the ſight of 
God,Man and Angell.With which garments whoſo- 
cuer ſhal not be found cled in that Day,ſhall cry (but 
in vaine) to hils and mountaines tofall vpon them, & 
cover them from the faceofthe Lamb. Gold is profi- 
table, hauing forthis life the owne neceſlary vſes, But 
harken to him who hath togiue thee fine gold tryed 
by the fire,cuen that better and induring ſubſtance, 
which cannot be taken from thee again. So as the Lord 
led his people of old from things temporall, to things 
ſpirituall. and from types to trueth: ſo let him take vs 
by the hand,% by him let vs be led from theſe carthly 
things,to ſpirituall things. And fro the things of this 
life,to the conſideration & earneſt delircof the better 
things of that life to come, There 
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There is another word alſo to bee marked heere, 
Therefcll out many changes which were grievousto 
this people,theirowne fins bredthem great diſquiet. 
As change in their policie, delolation 1n their cities, 


& great change inthe face of their Church, & vpon 


their Prieſthood. And when their Temple and Prieſt- 
hood was reſtored againe,it was a griefe to ſuch as re- 
 membred the dayes of old,to {ce the laſt no wayes anz 
ſwcrable tothe glory 8& beauty of the firſt. This do. 
&rine therfore proponed by the Prophet , is to com- 
fort them againſt all ſuch griefs,8 toſettle & eſtabliſh 
their hearts againſt all changes whatſocuer , and it is 
this,caſt the eyes of yourfaith toward Insvs Cuxisr 
the great High Prieſt to come, andthere your foulcs 
ſhall findereſt; Issvs Cur15srT who was repreſented 
in the figure of the Law, &is exhibit in the fulnes of 
time. As hecame in the world for this end,to ſaue ſin. 


ners,ſois hethe only ſtay ofthe Hearrs of ſinners, and: 


in himisperfite remedic againſt all thoſe griefes and 
tentations that riſc here in this world;by reaſon of fin 
to oppreſle the hearts of ſinners. Heere all things are 
ſubie> to change and alteration , he that is knit to 
Im,ſtayes vpon arocke , with a defiance of all theſe 
worldly changes,althogh the world ſhould be turned 
vplide down,&the moittains rolled in the mids of the 
greatdeep,yetcanhe not be moued. In no thing that 
15herecan there befound cotentment,inhim the ſoul 
hath ful delight. And when a man-isas it were chaſed 
& hated with griefs onall hands, withhis many fins, 
with thedevils tentations,ſomtimes with the ingrati- 


tude & malicious doing of _ It iseuen vpon ſuch 
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a wearyed and diſtreſſed body that Chriſt calletb, 
ſaying, Cometo me, andI will caſe you and refreſh 
you: we would therefore hearken to the ſweet call of 
Iesvs Cnxisr, jand labour to follow the Saints and 
ſeruants of God , ſeeking onely and finding this way 
contentmentto our ſoules. Heere God by his Pro- 
phct willeth his people to looke ouer all that blacke 
cloud of ceremonies,toIzsvs Curisr. Idelire,ſaith 


. Paul, toknow nothing but Izsvs Cuxisr and him 


crucified, heisto me both in life and deathan advan- 
tage. Whom haue I, faith David, in Heauen but thee, 
andthere isnonevpon earththart I deſire beſides thee, 
My fleſh & my heart faileth, but God is the ſtrength 
of my heartand portion for euer. Where ſhall we go 
to * ſaith Peter, haſt not thouthe words of cternall 
life? What further canTI wiſh, ſayth old Simeon, haz 
uing gotten Chriſt inthe armes of my body and ſoul 
both,and ſecnc my ſaluation in him. Now let thy ſer: 
vant goin peace., Therefore asthisis noted to bethe 
grear ſollicitude and care of the Church to inquire 
for him, Tell mee, O thou whom ray ſoule loueth 
wherethou feedeſt, So if thou will proue thy ſelfe a 
true member of this Church, and be partaker of this 
onely conſolation , inquire for him, ſeeke him ont 
while he may be found, be homely with him, (ceke 
- to bedaylie fatther conioyned with him, in him ſhall 
ye findeperfite caſeand contentment. 

In theſe three Verſes commeth to be conſidered 
firſt the prefacethar isvſed , next the ſpeech which is 
delivered, containing ſo many excellent points,con- 
cerning the Mefhns, bothin his perſon and office. In 


the 
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the Preface 1choſhua and his fellowes, they are bidden 
hearken and advertvntothat whichis to bee ſpoken, 
Tehoſhua was immediatly of before wakened to atten- 
tion,when the Lord hauing abſolued him, giues his 
diretion tohim, ſpeaking vnto him with vehement 
and earneſt proteſtation, Now hee is wakened to at- 
tention againe , and bidden giue eare to the graue 
ſpeech following,concerning the cMeſ5ias. Althogh 
this with the former bebut one continued Sermon, 
hethat heard of before,hath need to heare ſill, he thar 
was wakened of before, hath neede to be wakeneda- 
gaine. And theſe graue and great myſteries vttered by 
the mouth of God himſelte,they craue vpon our part 
greatattention. When God ſpeakes,our eares ſhould 
be ready to heare. Inthe volume of thy Booke, ſaith 
Dauid,ttis written of me. This volume of the Booke 
of God, isthe Law of God: The firſt words whereof 
is, Hearken Iſrac}, The ſeale of allthe letters written 
to the ſeuen Churches is, Let him that hath an care 
heare what the ſpiritſayrh to the Churches. No man 
hath his careſo ready to hearken , but he hath neede 
continually to be put vpon,towaken him vnto atten. 
tion. And the meanes of this doing are many vpon 
the Lords part, his word a principall, his word fome- 
timcs in the mouthes of old men, ſometimes in the 
mouthes of yong men to waken thy hearing. Somc- 
times it comes with a mourning found , ſometimes 
witha ioyfull ſound to waken thy hearing.Somtimes 
it comes in a myſterie,as aſealed letter,and ſometimes 
themyſterie is revealed,and the booke opened to wa- 
ken thy hearing.Sometimes he that cryes in thy care, 
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takes a rod in his hand of ſome inward or outward 
affition,wherewith he choppes vpon thee, to waken 
thy hearing, and ſometimes there may-riſe 1( forthe 
ſinnes of people ) the ſtrange noyſe, and horrible 
ſound of the Antichriftian Locuſts , tro waken mens 
hearing, to bring the ro remorſe of theirformer care - 
leſſe heating,and make them thinke and ſay; O how 
vile and blaſphemous things are we compelled with 
ourcares to heare ? who would not hearken to the 
voice of our God in his pureand holy Word. The 
people were thus way handledat the rivers of Babcl, 
being forced to heare the deſpightfull wordes of 
their enemies, reproaching their ſeruice of GOD, 
and that becauſe they did not hearken to the voyce 
of their G O D, being at home in their owne Land. 
Thus itis manifeſt , that no man hath his care ſo rea- 
dy and bent , but he hath need till to be wakened 
and ſtirred vp ta heare what G OD ſayeth to him. 
Moreouer there is no man ſo perfiteaScholler in the 
Schoole of Cunisr, but hath neede daylic to 
heare , and in hearing ta lcarne als long as he lr- 


.ueth. Andſhould not (as itis inthis Text ) the gra-

vity of the matter, and the great and weighty. my- 
ſteries, coming from God to vs,in the mouthes of his 
ſervants , provoke vs diligently and attentiuely to 
heare £ My heart, ſayeth Dauia, is indyting a good 
matter, I ſpeake of the things which I haue made 
touching the King, hearken ſayeth he, for my mouth 
will vtter wiſedome , and ſtatutes divine. Hearken 
ſayeth the Lord heere to 7ehoſhua. And the argument 
isin the. matter ,proponedin the wordes —_— 
cInNg : 
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being a ſpeech of the Meſs;5, ofhis perſon, his office, 
his ſacrifice, and the good thatſhall come thereby to 
his. people, | | 
This word of the Preface wakening 7choſhua to at- 
tcation it would be marked ; firſt for deſcriuing of a 
great and common finne, ſo common, that who can 
{ay he is freeofir. GOD hath ſpoken, and his Sonne 
Izsvs Cuxtsr by whom hee hath ſpoken in theſe 
Iaſttimes. hath cryed alowd vato vs, but we hane not 
heard him. This isthedepraved condition of the eare 
of all the ſonnes of Adam ; The ſmalleſt whiſperings 
of the Deuill that old ſerpent, are good languageto 
vs, to which we harken readily , But the loud cryings 
and callings of our God , are paſtwith a deafe care. 
And that to God we haue not hearkened , is it not cz 
videntin #his 2 no man hath turned out ofhis way.It 
may be well ſaid, that it wilbethe ſuperſcriptionof 
our plague and iudgment when euer it ſhall come, be- 
cauſe we would not heare the Lord ſpeaking to vs. A 
ſin which not onely brings on-plagueand iudgment, 
butathing worſe nor the plague,cuen theſtopping of 
the Lordscare, that hewill-not heare thee calling to 
him in the Day of thy Iudgement. For albeit a man 
be plungedina great deepe , yet ſolong as he may 
haue commoning with God,andinterchange ſpeech 
with him, his eſtate can not be counted hard. 7onas 
lyingin the deepoftheSea,, incloſed in the belly of 
the whale, yet herein was his comfort, My voicecame 
to God,and he heard me.But they that wilfully clofe 
their care , and will not heare G OD: when hee 
ſpeakes they cloſe vpon themſclues the doore of 
B 2 comfort. 
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comfort , God hath promiſed a meeting this way, 


They ſhallcry to me cuen.in the day of their trouble, 


but I will not hearethem. Let vs ſeeke from him the 
rouching and opening of our eare, which hath beene 
ſo longcloſed. Ler vs ſeeke the reformation of our 
care,that we who haue beene ſwift ro heare the Dec-- 
uill ſpeaking to, our great hurt in ſoule and body, 

may once reſolue to heare our God ſpeaking to our 

well.If thou be one of theI ſraell of God, remember it 

is written of rhecin:the firſt wordesof the booke of 

God. Hearken lſraell: Sacrificeand burnt offering he. 
craues not of thee, Happie is he that may come in and 

ſay;a bored and preparcd eare thou haſt giuen me to 

heare thy Eaw.It wasa ſigne ofa perpetuall ſervitude 

of old, the boring of the care. So it isa ſigne of that 

ſeruice whereinis truefreedome and libertie, a ready 

and open eare toheare, andin hearing, to follow the 
counſels and direfionsof God. And wethat haue ſo- 
longſleeped, and either miſtaken or miſregarded the 
voice of our God: Would God weonce learned the 
leſſounthat old El gaueto Samuel, that wee might 
come before him with this diſpoſition,and ſay. Speak 
Lord,for we thy ſeruantsare ready to heare. 

Another vſe would be made of this diſcourſe con- 
cerning the hearing of the Lords voice , that ſeein 
trouble and affliction is one of the Lords meanes, by 
which he openeththe eare: Then ſhouldit draw eue- 
ry manand woman to a carefal examination of them - 
ſclues, how they have profited inthe ſchoole of affli- 
ion , andprofited in this leſſon of betterand more 
carefull hearing of the Word of God. None want 
thcir

their owne viſitations and affliftions, And althogh 


Godsend in inflicting be, as hath bene ſaid, to open 


the eareto heare better, yet it may be ſaid of vsall,we 
haue come out of this: fornace als deafeand dull in 
hearing as euer we wereof before. Pharaoh made ma- 
ny faire promiſes in thedayes of his calamity, that if 
the judgement were remoued, he would heare better, 
and hearken to thevoice of God in cHoyſes, bidding 
him let the people goe. Yet the judgement being rez 
moued,he recurned to his owne faſhion, and counts 
as little of Gods Word , as he did before his trouble.

When troubles particular hath not mended our hea- - 


ring,ttargueth our diſeaſe to be great, when thepre- 
ſages of ſuch change and alteration,as may bethe.re- 


mouing of our candleſtick,being before oureyes,yet 


mendeth not our hearing , an argument of a. farther 
confirmeddiſeaſe. Shallnone of theſe moue vs ? The 
Lord hecan ſpeake lowder yet , and hathavoice to 
put forth, that can makethe earth and the inhabitants 
thereof totremble, The voice of Zito his ſonnes was 
but ſoft , but God told him hee hada voice to put 
forth, the ſound whereof would make all their eares 
totingle. And asthe Diſciples, who in their drowſi. 
nes, would notbe wakened with their maſters voice, 
were wakened with the ſtaues and ſwords of their e- 
nemies: So where the ſound of the word hath paſtas 
a.baſe thing, and whenall Gods doing hath notmen- 
ded mens hearing -, what wonder althogh the time 
come,when he that ſpake as a Lambe, ſhall roare as a 
Lyon, And when the Lyon roares, the beafts of the 


forreſt tremble, And that the Lord ſo put forth his 
B3: voice . 
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yoyce in his Tudgement , as no fleſh ſhalbe able to 
repell the ſound of it. 'Who can expe other- 
wiſe 2 | 

There is a ſort of-hearers , who in their hearing 
areſo dainty, whoſecaresare (o itching, andare {0 
continually attending novelty, that ifthey heare not 
each day anew tune , a new forme, ſome new and 
vacouth point of Doctrine , at leaſt deliueredin an 
new and vacouth forme : They weary of hearing, 
and haueno pleaſure init, to whom let this {crue for 
anſwere. Thereare in the Word many repetitions 
of one and the felfe-ſame thing , and they are not 
idle, nor in vaine- For 1. the repetitions of the 
Word ſerue to helpe thy vnderſtanding , and con- 
firme thy knowledge. 2- Althogh thy knowledge 
and vnderſtanding were good, yetis notthy memo. 
ry weakeand ill, able enough toreteine ill, but to let 
g90d things ſlip through. The repetition therefore 


_ of the Word 'ferueth/to helpe thy memory ; 'and 


firengthen the ſame. 3. Albeit thou would fay, I 
vnderſtand well enough, and my memoric is good 
enough, yet who is able ta ſay, my affection is good 
enough , and the obedience of my will'is good c- 
nough. And als long as they are not conforme,repeti- 
tionof rhe ſame pointsof the Word is necdfull, and 
thy affeions hath need dayly to be beaten by the 
ſamehammerofthe Word , till they be brought vn- 
derobedience,' But fortheſe who weary in hearing 
becauſe of repetition , and would cach day heare 
ſome new thing, Let this be ananſwere, Albeitthou 
heare euery day that ſame thing , and this day = 
ame 
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ſamething which thou heard thelaſt day , yet thou 
heareſt euery day a newthing , inſomuch asat euery 
hearing thou getteſt ſometimes a new exhortation to 
an old vertue, ſometimes a new threatning foran old 
{inne, anew advertiſement to learne the old leſfoun 
of repentance, All which ſhall ſo bee put in the ac- 
compts of God againſt thee as new, that if thou ſhall 
remaine theolde man , euery hearing bringing on 
a.new hardneſle, ſhall induce a new conviction, and 
procureat Gods hants , an newand further Iudge- 
ment. | 
Tothis attention and hearing are called not only 
lehoſhua himſelfe, but thetextlayeth,. his. fellowes 
that ſate before him, for they are men wondredat,By 
the fellowes of 1ehoſhua may be vnderſtood the whole 
Church and people of God, for all , both Prieſtand 
people are called tobe auditors of the voice of God, 
and ofthis Sermon, the ſubieR wherof is the Meſ51as, 
inhim yee know there is no exception of perſons. 
There is not one way for the Prieſt, and another way 
for the people : But one common way: of ſaluatt 
on toall , and'that is-in the ſame <Meſſiase. The 
Prieſt is ſaid to heare two wayes. Firſt , heare the 
Wordefrom G OD, asthat Worde by which hee 
looketh to be ſafe himſelfe. Secondly , ſo heare 
from GOD, as he who muſt be Gods mouth az 
eaine to the people , to deliuer to them evidently 
and faithfully his Oracles. The people are ſo to 
heare andembrace, as there is no way of ſafety to 
ſoule and body, but this which is proponed from 
the Mouth of God, ———_ therefore the Prieſts lay, 
4. &. 
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It is enough for vs ifwe inſtruftthe people , and tell 
them what they ſhould doe; no, thou muſt ſit downe 
and learne,and hearethy ſelfe, if thou thy ſelfe would 
be ſaued.Neitherletthe people ſay, Let the Prieſts or 
the Preachers who haue their maintenance thereby, 
ſecke the knowledge of theſe myſteries, If thou bee 
ſeeking eternall life, to thee it is ſpoken. Search the 
Scriptures, it is they that beareteſtimony of Iz svs 
CarLsr, and inhim onely is lite to be ſought and 
found. | 

By the fellowes of 7choſhua may be vnderſtood the 
reſt of the Prieſts that were fellow:labourers with 
him ; Andas they come in called to hearing vnder 
this ſtile and title of 1eboſhua his fellowes,it is to tell vs, 
thatalbeit 7ehoſhua was high Prieſt,and in that place a 
Type of Izsvs Crxisr to come, yetheewas not ſet 
there, that in pride he ſhould lift vp himſelfe abouec 
his brethren + but remember they were fellowes in 
that ſame worke of God with him, The Popiſh pride 
is Deuiliſh, his vſurped ſingularity he hath not of Pe. 
ter, whoſeſucceſlor he will needes be, he calleth him- 
ſelfea fellow elder-withthe reſt. And the Pope will bc 
agodon carth, togiue Law toall thereſt. Albeit it 
may bethought meet fororders cauſe that ſome prez 
fide in the reformed Churchot God, yet they would 
remember, Presbyters areto them as the reſt of the 


Prieſts were to Tchoſhua,of whom it is ſaid, thou &thy 


fellowes. And three things inthiskinde of ſuperiority 
wouldeuer be eſchewed. 1. Pride, for God ſetteth 
vpno man,that he ſhould ſwellinconceit, that isthe 
brood of the Devill. 2. Tyrannie or dominion over

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theirbrenhren and the Lords inheritance, Thirdly, 35:

tion;notthat herein they obſerue Gods goodnes, but 
that all things ſeeme ſtrange to them which ſavour 
not ofthe fleſh and ofthis preſentWorld, But let each 
one heere, as it were, ſtand wondringatothers. The 
naturall and fleſhly man wondring at the doings of 
the Children of God.. The renewed man that hath 
receiuedillumination from aboue, wondring to ſee 
men with ſuch pleaſureand dehght, run vpon their 
owneeuerlaſtingdeſtrution. Theday of deciſion is 
comming, when theſe who were heere in the eyes of 
the World, men wondredat, and of contempt ſhalbe 
madein the eyes of theſe ſame men,men wondred at 
for the greatnes of that glory which they ſhall inioy. 
And the cornparing of theſe two together ſhalbeone 
ofthe ſtripes of the wicked , anda degree of their tor- 
ment. Arenottheſethe men whom we ſo deſpiſed, 
and in contempt wondredat ? and tiow how won- 
derfull is the glory and bleſſed eſtate which they are 
brought vnto? The Prieſts and they that ſerue at the 
Altar of God, may be heerealſo in aſpeciall manner 
called men wondred at. For if contempt follow the 
gecnerall calling of Chriſtianity ,furely in the higheſt 
degree it followeth that ſpeciall calling. And if ye re- 
gard the ſubic of their miniſtery: Tt isthe matter of 
wonder to man and Angell.

his Father, But to IBsvs Cuxtsr , of whom 1/aac 

was the Type, there needesno bonds. His Fathers 

will and pleaſure washis meatand drinke, he know: 
ingthatit was his Fathers will that he ſhould die for 

the ſinnes of his people , moſt willingly he went to ton 4-44 
the Croſle,and protelted of his willingnes , ſaying, ; 
No man taketh my life from me , but I lay it downe obs 10.12. 
willingly. Secondly,he is called the Servant of God, 
in-regard of the aſſumptionof the humane Natnre 

in time,albeittheSonne of GOD from all eternity, 
yet madetheServant of GOD intime, becauſche 
was mademan, made ofawoman, and made vnder ***'*'* 
the Law, Thirdly,the Servanzof GOD,euen for the 

forme and ſhape of a Servant, which he carried inthe 

time of his exinanition and lurking of his Divinity, 

of which Paul ſpeaketh clearcly inthe ſecond to the 
Philippians and 7,verſe- And himſelfe ſayeth , Ma. Phil. 2.7 
thew 20. Chapter, that he came not to be ſerued,but 
to ſerue. This ſtyle giuen to I zsvs CurIsr 
would be conſidered ofzfirſt for our conſolation, that

1 pet15419 condly weare ſeruants by right ofredemprion,for we 
being captiue;the Sonof God hath redeemed vs,not 
withthe ranſome of golde ; filuer , or corruptible 
things,but with his owne precious Blood, Thirdly, 
weare ſeruantsby right of povertie. Nothing broght 
we with vsin this World, all that we haue is Gods. 
lacob vowed ſerviceto God, if fo be he would giue 
himfood and raiment. Fourthlie weare ſervants by 
rightof infirmitie, wee werenotable to helpe our 
ſelues. Cxx1sr is become our Counſellour, hee hath 
learned vs what to doe, he hath inſtructedvs in that 
whichis meetfor ſoule and bodie, Let vs ſeek to ſerue 
and obey him. | 
The ſecondnameortitle giuen to the Heſsia5,he 
is called the Branch. He is ſo called having reſpect to 
theformerProphecies and promiſes that were made 
of him, that it may be knowne he is no other but the 
ſame that was fore.propheciedand promiſed of bc- 
fore, who wasto ſpring and come of Danid. Jeremy 23 
Thusis it faid ofhim : Behold the dayes come , faith 
theLord,that Iwilraife vnto Dauida zealous Branch, 
a King that ſhallreigneand proſper, and ſhall —_ 
juſtice . 
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TIuſtice and Iudgementvpon earth, he ſhall ſaueIſras 


el,and ſhalbecalled the Lordour righteouſnes. The xy 54.2 


Prophet Eſay in his 53 Chapter, hath theſe words of 
him: Hee ſhall grow vp as a tender plant , and as a 
root out of a dry ground. The meaning is, When the 
family and Houſe of Daxid is become ſo weake 
that itisasa dry ſtock, when all appearance of ſpring- 
ing or ſucceſſion thatway is gone , then the Lord 
mindfull of his promiſe , and able to performethat 
which hehath ſaid, makes of the ſame dry ſtock this 
Branch toſpring , and makes him as concerning the 
ficſh comming of the Royall race , the moſt comfor- 
table King that euerthe World ſaw. 

Butto conſider alittle of this word the Branch, he 
1s ſo called for theſe reaſons, Firſt,as a Branch is but 
atender andfragill thing, fo was he borne in infirmi-

And this the Prophet#ſay told of him in hiseleuenth xy 1,2

In this ſtilegiuen to him, andthat the Lord bring- 
eth him outasaBranch, yee may learne, that if yee 
looke to the manner ofhis ſpringing , if yelooke to 
his outward forme, if.ye conſider the growth and in- 
creſſe that he tooke, if ye conſider what he calleth vs 
to,to be ingraftinhim,that we may be fruitful! in our 
ſoule;then ſhall ye eaſily ſeathat his kingdome is not 
of this | mrs he be the Heire ofall,and his 
Father karh ſaid to him, Askeof me, andI will giuc 
thee thecnds and coaſtes of the earth for thine inhe- 
ritance., yeathere is no-creature can exceme it {clfe 
from his ſubicRion.

itis he who ſatisfieth them.) yet rhat is not the chiete 
thing which is to bee ſought in him, Ir is true that 
Cuxisr allured many to followafter him by theſe 
temporall gifts, ſome he fed, and ſomehe healed.-But 
the end was, thatfromthe carthly,they ſhould beled 
to the heauenly , and bee mooued to ſecke of hima 
betterthing. In the order of the petitions of that per: Math.i:9 
fite forme of Prayer which hee hath giuen vs. Hee ©? 
knowing thatweare earthly, yeeldeth asit were this 
farrevntovs,that the firſt petition forour ſelues is for 
our daylic bread,but willnot haue vs therewithto be 
content: But remembring hee is a ſpirituall King, 
ck the bleſſing of the Kingdome, ſeek ſpirituallgrace 
to thy ſoule, And ſo he hath learned thee in the next 
place toſay, Lord forgiue memy lſinnes, Thirdly,he x 
beinga ſpirituall King, diſpenſing grace ſpirituallto _ 
his ſubies: Then compariſon being made , thereis 
no choice, but hee is more worthy to bee followed 
D 2 then 
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then any whatſocuer, Aoyſerwas a Prince, mighty in 
deedandin word, worthy to be followed, for inthe 
following him, the pcople were eafily fed, they nei. 
thertilled, nor ewd.awe 3 but were fed with Manna: 
but what wasrhat ? Our Maſter Cax1sr inhis own 
words wilttell-you, your fathers did eat Manna, anc 
they died: But hegines vnto vs himſelfe , the Bread: 
of Life,of which who focateth,fhall line for euer, 14- 
cob,the father ofthe Patriarches,a great Princc 3 So 
that the woman of Samaria- fpeaking to I'ss vs 
Cuxrsr, axketh the queſtion, Art thou greater 
then 7acob? what did he? he gauevs this Well, yes, hc 
is greater: for I haue,ſaith he,water to give: of which 
who ſodrinketh, fhall notthirft againe. 

Secondly, this point would yet be further confi- 
dered Cxx1sr the Branch , for as heerein is ſet out 
the manner of his comming forth, growth, increſſe 
and perfe&ion: So hath this beene alſo the manner 
of the beginning, ſpreading and growing of his King- 
domevponthe faceoftheearth, yca,andinthe hearts 
and ſoules ofhis own. Hath henot outof a dry ſtock; 
andofnoappearances,raiſed inſtruments, thatofſmal 
beginnings have brought his kingdome to a mighty 
growth? And how from ſmall beginnings,the Evanz 
gell, which may be called the Chariorof this King, 
carying him to Nations, and Countries , hathgone 
thorow; is morethenevident,” And in'the hearts of 
his people isnot the firſt beginning ofthe kingdome 
of Heauen. , comparable to one graine of muſtard 
ſeed? butafterwardgroweth as itwere,toa great tree 
ſo faſt rooted that the hand ofthe Deuill canngt pull

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it forth againe. Thisis a point ſerving to theſe vices: 
Firſt, thinknor that itisa kingdome that can beqver- 
turnedor overthrown, No, althogh it were broght in 
appearanceto a very ſtock, yeta branch ſhall ay bud 
forthand flouriſh, euen as ofold he made the blood 
of the Martyts, the fecd of the Church. Secondly, 
nouriſh inthy heart the ſmall ſceds of grace, and they 
were als ſmall as the ſmalleſt graine ot faith, of loue, 
waterthy heart now and then with the teares of re- 
pentancc,ſeekefromGod thedew of Heauen,the for- 
mer and the latter raine,and thou ſhalt findethy ſmal 
beginnings ſhall come toa good perfeQion. Thirdly, 
ſeeingthis King is ſo marvailous a worker, that out of 
adry ſtock he can makea flouriſhing branch to ſpring, 
Let no greatnes of trouble,or tentation, make thee e- 
ver to deſpaireofhim , althogh thy eye can not per. 
ceiueby what meanes thy deliverance ſhould come: - 
He can make aWhale waitvpon 70nas. He can make a 
buſh catch a Ram by the hornes in the day of 4bra». 
hams great perplexity.He can open Hagarseyes inthe 
wildernefle to ſee a fountaine of water, when the had 
throwne away the child,deſparing of his life ; he that 
made hisSon ſpring of adryſtock,can makethat ſame 
rock yecld waters of conſolation for thee, His power 
is infinite , heis able,his wiſdome is infinite , hee can 
finde out meanes anow, his love is infinite, whereby 
he is excecding willing to helpe all that ſeeke vnto 
him. Als longas theſe pillars ſtand [and they ſtand vn- 
changcable)Let vs neuer giue ouer, nor deſpaire, but 
let vs vphold and vnderprop our faith in holy pati- 
ence, toawait the time of Gods comfort and delive-

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rance, Fourthly,this Branch is become a tree,and in 
thistreewe mult be ingraft , thatis, byfaith we muſt 
beimped in him,from whom drawing life,itis known 
this way , by-our flouriſhing inall ſort of Chriſtian 
vertue. Of this flouriſhing the Apoſtle: Peter maketh 
mention in his firſt Epiſtle, :,chapter,s,verſe. Wher- 
of itis evident,that a Chriſtian (reſpeRing all perſons 
and inalleſtates). bee in what condition he will , his 
faith cuer flouriſheth, and bringeth forth ſome fruit. 


ithelooke to God,his faithflouriſheth,and bringeth

andſtillfrom murmuring, becauſe hee hath done ir. 
There isa ſpeciall pointhere , wherein you muſt re- 
member that the compariſon holdeth not , and in

Chap. In themorning when the wine was out of his 
head, remembring hisformer folly, hee. became zs a 
ſtone, that is,he was aſenſlefſe beaſt , hee knew not 
whereupon to reſolue, nor where to turnehim :* his 
heart was cold as a ſtone, and voide of comfort. We 
muſt be as liuely ſtones, founded vpon the Rock. And 
let the ſhowres come,and ſtormes blow,we ſhallſtand 


 faſt,andnotbe moued, 


And foraſmuch as all are ſtones either vndreſſed 
or vnhewen,as we cameout of Adamsquarty,or then 
dreſſed, prepared,and made liuely ſtones of the buil- 
ding of God. Ofthe one weare to ſay, God make of 
theſeſtones children to Abraham : And of the other 
let him that is once built grow in faith , and be ſtill 
moreholyand righteous, and ſill grope faſter Teſus 
Chriſt. And ashealthogh once very low , yet was ex- 
alted & made theheadofthe corner. Soalthogh thy 
eſtate be baſc,and thou ſubie to great trouble , yet 
ſhall this hand who hath placed thee in the building, 
one day liftthee high,and giue thee a glorious place 
m thatbuilding, whoſecrafteſman and builderis not 
man,but the liuing God himſelfe. Thus haue ye ſeen 
the reaſons of this Name ginen tothe Meſ5ias, hee is 
calleda Stone. 

Theſecond point isa newkind of pifture or figu- 
ring of this Stone, And it is this, vpon this one ſtone 
ſhalbe ſeuen eyes. In the Scriptures of God,eyes doe 
commonly ſignificknowledge , wiſdome aud vnder- 
ſtanding, 
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Randing. Where wiſdome and knowledge is, the eyes 
ofthe mindeare ſaid to bee illuminate. And where 
wiſdomeand,ynderſtanding is not, they aredarkned 
and put out. It goes inthe Scripture for the deſcrip- 
tionof awiſeman,his eyes arein his head, As the eye 
ſignifieth knowledge and wiſdome : So the number 
of ſeuenimporteth perfection : ſo the ſeuen Candle- 
ſicks,and ſeuen Spirits of God mentioned in the Re 
velation,they are the number of perfeion. Then the 
ſenſe goeth this way. Vpon this one Stone the Meſs;» 
a (halbe feuen eyes,that is,vpon him ſhallreſt, and he 
ſhalbe filled with the perfe&t meaſure of wiſdome & 
knowledge, and withall the reſt of the gifts 8 graces 
of the Spirit, forin himis hidand laide vp the trea. 
ſure of all heauenly knowledge and wiſdome. The 
Prophet Eſzy ſpeaketh this of him in the eleuenth 


"Chapter. The rod thatſhallcome out of 7eſſe, and the 


branch that ſhall ſpring from that rote, there ſhal reſt 
vpon him the ſpirit of wiſedomeand vnderſtanding, 
the ſpirit of counſelland might, rhe ſpirit of know 


ledge and of the feare of the Lord. And of this abunz 


dance that is in him, the Prophet ſpeakethin that ex. 
cellent Song,Pſal. 45, God hath anointed thee with 
theoyle of gladnes aboue thy fellowes, Allthy gar. 
ments ſmell of myrrhe,aloes and caffia : he comming 
forth of his yvorie palace of Heauen, downe to the 
earth to ſauce man, there wasnothing found in him 
buta ſweet ſmell and ſavour of heauenly influence, 
and of the gifts and graces of the holy Ghgſt, which 
he receiued in ſuch fulnes. Look alſo about thismater 
to his own words Luc,4-who being in the ſynagogue

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They ſhalbe ſafe by no other way but this, by fixing 
the eyes of their ſoules vpon this Stone that is heere 
laide downe, that is, by receining and embracing by 
faith, Issvs Cuzisr. And heercitis propetly ſaid, 
their eyes ſhalbe vpon him. It is not faid, the eyes of 
many,northe mouthes and tongues of many. Many 
arc hearers, whoſe hearing will be vaprofitable. And 


 asfor the monthes and tongues of men, not all that 
ſay Lord, Lord,ſhall enterin the Kingdome, butſure- 


ly all thathauetheireyes vpon him, the eyes of their 
minde and faith-faſt fixed this way , they ſhalbe ſafe. 
It is ofthis bleſſed and ſauing fight that S;wzeon ſpeak. 
eth in his fong, Now let thy ſervant go in peace, be. 
cauſe my eyes haue ſeene myſaluation. And then hee 
fayth of him: whom thou haſt prepared a light to the 
Nations. With this kindeof ftght 4b7aham ſaw the 
day of his'Saviour, and reioyced init. And bleffed are 
they who belecue and neuerſaw, ſayth our Maſter to 
Thomas that is, neuer ſaw himin his fleſh with their 
bodily eyes: but theeyes of their ſouleare fixed vpon 
him. Then vpon this Stone ſhalbe feuen eyes , The 
eyes of all that euer attained orſhall attaine to lifeand 
ſalvation. Adam was ſafe inthisſight of him promiſed 
to him. Abraham was ſafe by this fight, Of Ifracl Paul 
fayth , they alldideatethe ſame ſpiritual meate and 
drinkethatſame ſpiritual drink. The Prophets they 
ſearchedin roknowofhis afflitions , and the glory 
that ſhould follow, The Apoftles in all their doctrine 
will tellyou, There is no nameginen vs vnder heaven 
wherein to bee faued , but the Name of Tesvs. The 
Martyrs with this ſight were c6rent with their blood 
to

there is no way of ſaluation butthisonely , by faſte- 
ning theeyes of thy faith yponthis T:svs Cungzsr»

promiſe,they were cured ; ſoby faſtning the eyes of

And the other 
is of the circumſtauce of time, in that day, As forthe 
firſtthereis promiſed heere , theperfeR taking awa 

of ſin and iniquity, And how doth this agree wit 

the manifold complaints = the Saints in the Scrip-

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ture,of theabidingof iniquitie , and with the experi. 
encecuen of theſe who belecued remiſſion of ſinnes, 
and taking away of -iniquiries in the Blood of Ieſus 
Chriſt, Docnot the Saints in Scripture complainc of 
ſinne,cry out vnder the burden of {inne, craving day- 
liethe renovation and purgation of their heart. And 
who hathnot reaſon with Daxid to ſay , It I ſhould 
reckon my iniquities , they are moe in number then 
the haires of my head, And who knoweth the errouts 
of his life. Hath there beene, and is there manifold 
finnes euen in the beſt children of God ? how doth 
God then performe this promiſe,ſaying, that the day 
of his Sonnes.death ſhalbe a day wherein he will take 
away allthe ſin and iniquitie of his people ? for an-. 
{wer to this. When God is ſaidin Scripture to take a- 
way the ſinne'and iniquity of his people two things 
are unported. The one is,that which hath the proper 
reſpe.of. fſinne, whichaccuſethand condemneth vs 
before God, 'the guiltineſſe of it, that is taken away, 
Andſo to takeaway inne, is to forgiueſin , to cover 
fin,not to imputeſin.Inthe meane time there remai- 
neth in the corrupt nature of-man;the materofſinne, 
the nouriſhments of ſinne , ſinfull-concupiſcences 
wherewith the Ele& of God haue a daylicſtrife, not 
ſuffring this remnant fin to reigne in their mortal bo- 
dies.Secondly by the words of this promiſe is impor: 
ted, that the remiſſion of thy ſinnes, that great bene- 
fiteacquired by the death of Chriſt, is full, abſolute 
andperfcR,alchogh the renovation benot as yet per- 
fe. His merite-taketh away all theguiltineſle of thy: 
fin,ſo that thouart free of condemnation, althogh = 
tne:

thee. So that both theſe are the ſpeeches of a renew- 
ed man: the one of the afſuranceoffaith, there is no 
condemnation to me : the other of the complaint of 
{in,the fleſh luſteth againſt the ſpirit.and this holdeth 
them-in a continual exerciſe,ſtriuing to adaylic mor. 
tification,till in endfin,as it is perfectly forgiuen, ſoit 
may be perfely ſlaineand aboliſhed,and leftas a car- 
caſe, without motion)lite or ſenſes.

I 
wil, ſaith he,graue the Stone,and by thatmeanes take 
away all thy iniquitie, He that wold preſent to Gods 
eye, any other thing-meritorious of the remiſfion-of 
his ſinnes, but:this graven Stone Ieſus Chriſt cruci- 
fied, he muſt remaine comfortleffe, if it were for no- 
other way butthis, he misknoweth that way of his 
peace, which GOD himſelf hath deviſed and appoin- 
ted: | 
Thirdly in theſe wordesof the promiſe wee are to- 
conſider of the perſons to whom belongeth this great 
benefite of taking away their iniquitie. Andit is hecre 
ſaid, The iniquityofall the Land. A generallto bere- 
ſtrainedto the Church and people of God, the eyes 
ofwhofe faith (as wasſaidof before) fhalbe faſtened. 
vpon this Stone, Thus faith Eſayin his 33 Chapter, 


The. people that dwell therein (_ meaning of the xy 33.24. 
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Church) ſhall have their fins forgiuen. And in his 62 
Chapter. They ſhalbe called an holy people , the re- 
deemed ofthe Lord, a citic ſoghr our, and not forſa- 
ken. By the Arkeof Ngah, which was a type of the 
Church. It was told vs none would bee ſafe , bur 
they that are within the compaſle of the Church. 
And now the builder of the Church ſaw this , and 
therefore made a good prayer forhis ſon Taphet: God 
perſwade Iaphet to dwell in the Tents of Sep, thar is, 
make hima member of the Church , to whom this 
promiſe is made, I will take away all thy iniquitie. 
Fourthly, to make this comfort thar is in the-promiſe 
of rogur: * or ofſinnestirme & ſure, he doth not giue 
toſinthecommon word of fin , but hee giueth it a 
name moreexpreſsing the weight of it,and callerh it 
iniquitic. Wherein he would allurevstoapprehend 
the comfort of the promiſe this way, Let no man by 
reaſon of his ſinne & iniquitie deſpaire,when he con« 
{idereth theſe two things. Firſt, ItisI ſaith the Lord of 
hoſtes, thatam the doer , thattaketh away iniquity, 
come and reaſon with me. Albeit thy finnes be many 
andgreat, is it not eafie to mee to take them away. [ 
thatſaidto Light,and toallthereſt ofthe Creatures, 
letthem bee. I that can fold vp the heauens as agar- 
ment, cannot I makethy iniquities paſſe away. E/ay 
was lamenting his impuritie, and crying, Woe is mc. 
Buthoweaſfie was it to the Lord to ſend him com- 
fort, when'an Angell with a flight cametohim,; with 


a coale taken from the Altar touching kislips , &.tcl- 


ling him that his fin was taken fro him, The thief that 
did hang on theright ſide of Chriſt , had experience 
of 
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of this,who hauing vttered buta few words ofremors 
for his ſin, his iniquitie was inſtantly taken away, his 
foul made ready forthe Paradiſe of God. 2. Aslookz 
ing to God the Author of this work, men ſhould not 
deſpair. So conſidering the medicine how pretious ir 
is, how can finners diſtruſt & go away comfortleſle £ 
hcreis a ſtone deeply grauen, much blood ſhed. And 
whereas one drop of that precious blood (being the 
Blood of GOD) might haue bin a ranſome forall the 
world, behold ſtreames of blood flowing fro him, that 
thou may euer therein as it were bath thy ſoule. And 
although thy ſins were neuer ſo great, yethcere is the 
medicine ſo large,it goeth beyond andaboueall, Laſt . 
ofall, you would mark herethe phraſe of ſpeaking v« 
ſed heere.I will ſaith the Lord, take away the iniquity: 
ofthe Land. In the former Chapter ſpeaking to 7eho- 
4a,he ſaid to him, [haue cauſedthy iniquity to paſſe . 
from thee, Godis ſaid to take away our tinnes, when 
for the merite and ſuffering of his Sonne, he accoun. kl 
teth of them as if they had neuer beene committed. "il 
And toingraue this conſolationin the hearts of peni- 
tent andbelecuing ſinners, divers phraſes,and ſundry 
forms of ſpeeches are vied by Godin Scripture. Danuid 
in his 32 Pſal.ſaithnot, Bleſſed is the man that is not a e323 
finner, no man is bleſſed that way: but bleſſed is hee 
whoſe ſins are covered, to whom the Lord imputeth 
not his iniquity. I haue putaway thy tranſgreſsions 
like a cloude , and thy finnes like a miſt, Eſay 44 ray 44.22 | 
Chapter, Clouds and miſts which appearefor a time, | 
are by the brightneſle of the Sunne vtterly diſperſed. ; 
When God looks vpon _ throughthe bright _ 
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of Righteouſneſſe Issv s Cunisr , all thy ſinnes like 
a miſt and cloude goeth away. The King Zzechiah 
faith Eſayin his 38 Chapt. That the Lord had caſten 
his ſinnes behind his backe, That thing a man will noc 
remember norregardethnot,he turneth away his face 
from. This is the gracious doing of our God with his 
people, his amiable face is toward their perſons , his 
back is turned vpon their finnes. They ſhall neuer 
come in his eye,nor be remembred of him. The Pro- 

het Micah in his ſeuenth Chapter ſaith. That the 

ord caſteth the ſinnes of his owne in the bottome 
of the Sea,alluding to Pharaoh 8 his chariots, whom 
hedrowned inthe red Sea , ſo that they were neuer 
feene againe aliue to trouble his people, So will the 
Lord drowneinecuerlaſting oblivion the finnes of his 
owne,thatthey ſhall neuer mcet them to eftray or dif- 


-quietthem.Heere is then the comfortable fruit of the 


ufferings of Chriſt pointed out vato vs. God himſelf 
the Cograver of this Stone hath as it were with his 
ownetinger written vpon his crofſe Remiſſion of fins, 
and taking away the iniquitie of all that -beleeue in 
him, eAdam and his wife put forth theirhands, and 
tooke of the fruite of that forbidden tree, wherevpon 
followed nakednesand ſhame, Stretchout thy hand, 
and take ofthe ſruite ofthis tree, Remiſſion of ſinnes, 

which groweth vpon the-Crofle of Ieſus Chriſt. 
Righteouſnesand life cternall ſhall follow Remiſlion 

of ſinnes, that greatand maine benefite carneſtly to 

bee ſought for of vs all. For fince all areborne ſinz 

ners , and liuc in ſinne, if a man obtaine not re- 
miſſion of ſinnes, it had becne better for him neuer 
to 
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to-haue beene borne,or being borne,it had bin.better 

for him to haue beene a beaft nor a man. ; for the 

death of the beaſt, is the endof all miſcrie to. it, But 

the death ofa man dying in-hisfinnes,, is. the begins 

ning ofſuch miſerie and woe as ſhall neuer haue an 

end, There is no burden nor weight comparable to 

the burden of ſinthat hangeth ſo taſton;and prefleth 

down. Theburden of ſicknes,of long and heavie lick Heb. 12,1 

nes, is a heauie burden, The. burden of ſhame andig- 
nominie,zheavy burden, which maketh David ſo-cats 

neſtly cry to Godin his 119 Plalme.,. to-deliuer him | 
fromthatſhame which he feared, and his fin-had de- **' 19-1239 
ſerued. The burden of diſdaineand-contempt,a hen- 

vy burden, Weare counted, ſaith the Apoſtle,the off- 
ſcowrings of the World. Theburden of povertie and \ cor-4.1 ; 
wanta heavy burden, And therefore Iacob vowed that 
Godſhould be his God., if ke would gjue him food 
andrayment.And _Azur the ſon of 1akeh; defired the 
Lordnottoprefſc him with the burden of povertie, Prov.30.8,9 
leſt he ſhould blaſpheme him, But of all theſe burdens 

noneof them can compare with the burden of {inne, 

lying vpon a mans conſcience vnpardoned. And that 

made the Kingly Prophet, laying aſide his royaltic 8& 

carthly pleaſuresof his Kingdome, to cry out, Bleſſed 

is the man whoſe ſinnes are forgiuen, Secing therfore pcu.; :., 
wehaue often atthe deſire and entiſements of the de- 

uil eaten of the bitter fruits of fin, which althogh they 

looke ple3ſantatthe firſt, yet ſhall proue bitter as gall 

and wormewood. Let vs reſort to this tree, :to I rsy s 

Cuxisr crucified, andeatcof this fruite, aud live, e- 
'ucn remiſſion of finnes in his death. And that thou

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nw know that thou haſt true lie taſted of this fruit; 
and that it isnopreſumption , but the aſſurance of 
faith that draweth in this comfort to thy ſoule of the 
remiſſion of ſinnes. Conſider firſt if thou can looketo 
God the Author of it, who for Chriſts ſake hath ta- 
ken = thy ſtanes, and __ thy iniquitie,- Se- 
condly by dailie teares, humiliation, mourning and 
weeping for fin, labour to increaſethine aſſurance. I 
water my bed with teares, ſaith David. Thirdly , let 
euery one thatſaith, he hath gotten from God remil- 
fion of ſinnes,of many ſinnes,and great finnes,change 
the tenor of his life, endeavour to walke more holylic. 
Andthenalthogh death when it commeth, ſtrip thee 
naked of all the pleaſures that are heere, yet tbou be. 
ing made naked and free of ſinne, ' thou ſhalt not bee 
found in thatgreat day, asthe wicked are, but ſhalbe 
covered with thewhite rayment of the righteouſnes-

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Thewards of theverſe , if they ſhalbe confidered 
with ſome.refpet 20 the tremporall delineric of the 
people from Babylon , and their full reſtiturion fiom 
the captivity,as was both;prophecied and pertormed, 
then they offered this comfort vnto them, that albceir 
the dayesbypaſt.haue beenc vnto them dayes of woc 
and miſerie , dayes of weeping and lamentation, 
wherein they haue beene brought in a ſtrange coun- 
trie,at the rivers of Babel to ſhed teares , for hearing 
theenemies deridetheir Hebrew ſongs, andin the re- 
membrance of Sion, that was of-before ſo beautifull 
and glorious : yet when the Lord ſhould returne to 
ſhew himſelf the captain & Detender of his Church, 
and ſhould looſe their yoke and bonds: that day and 
time of theirlibertie, is tobring with ita great & glo. 
rious change, being broghtrotheir owne home and 
country,wherehbeforethey were in Babel. Lying vn- 
der theirowne Vine and Figtree , where before they 
lay at the rivers of Babel, each neighbour ſpeaking 
comfortablietoan other, where of before they were 
forced to heare the rayling and ourt-cryings of the 
children of Babel, And: all theſe in the appointedtime 
of God, did ſo gratiouſly come to paſſe, that albeit in 
the dayes of their captivity , their ſorrow was cxcec. 
ding great, yet the day of their deliucrie broght with 
itgreaterabundanceof joy , andagladnes more cx- 
cceding.. And thus they confeſſe themſcluecs in the 
126 Pſalme, When the Lord (fay they ) brought a- 
gaine our captivity, we wereas men in a drcame, Tt 
was a worke ſo farre beyond our expeRation,that we 
doubted whether we were waking or ſleeping. Our 
mouthes 
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mouthes werefilled with laughter , our tongues and” 
words did ſhow vs joytull men: ycathe worke was fo 
great and marvailous,as at the fight thereof, the very 
Heathen wasamaſed, and moucd to cry outand lay, 
Surely theLord hath done tor this pcople marvailous 
and great things. IN: | 
In thefigniticationof the wardes, as they are refer= 
red tothe glad day of the-deliueric of the people from 
theirbodily trouble and captivitic, theſe things wold 
be obſerucd, Firſt, as.it is true of Ghniſt andhis (uffe- 
ring,ſo is it alſo of his members and:people.,:The flay 
of his.ingraving,adarkeday, The day of his {uffering 
_vpon the-Crofle, a blackeday, the Sunne coveredhis 
face,but the day of his reſurrection a glorious day ,;& 
ſuch a day,ſaith Pasl, as in ithe-wasmanifeſtlie decla- 
xed to be theSonne of God, It was-ſo withthis peo: 
ple heere, They had a black day of captivitie, but a 
glorious day ofdeliuerie. It is true of all his pecple,& 
theſe thatare incovenant with him. Akhough- they 
have adarke day of trouble and affliction, yet there 
ſuccecdes ynto.it,a cleare day of comfort, Albeitthey 
lying inthe graue of atflition , it appeare not what 
they are,yet being raiſed by Gods hand, it ſhalbe not 


onely ſenſible to themſclues, but manifeſt to others, 


that they are the children of God, Secondly, althogh 


all this ife were an continued day of trouble , yet- 


there is a day comming that ſhall recompenſe all, 
whichis the day of the glorious libertie of the Sons 
of God, Let vs therefore hold taſt theſe comforts, 
which Dauidout of his owneſenfe, and inſpired by 


the Spirit, hath laidinregiſter tovs, To therighteous: 
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(that is, to them that are made righteous in Te svs 
Cua1sr ) there ſhall ariſe Toy in trouble , light in 
darknefle. God-will not alwayes frowne vpon his 
owne : butthough-weeping be in the eucning , Ioy 
ſhall come inthe morning. Thus the people lived in 
an hard and miſerable call being in Babel : yet in re- 
gardof thepromiſes made tothem, many of them li- 
uedin hope of thecleare day of their deliveric. And 
therefore they can ſay in their mournfull-ſong at the 
rivers of Babel, Let my hand forget to touch the harp, 
and my tonguecleaue tothe roofe of my mouth, if I 
A ſcethe deliverance of Ieruſalem paſt. But 
when theday came , according asit was promiſed, 
then arethey not onely ioyfull in their owne-delive- 
rie,but in thatſame 126 Pſalme, they regiſter out of 
their experience;a ſentence:to ſtand tothe perpetuall 
comfort ofthe Chutch,and all the members thercof, 
that ſhall goe vnder whatſocuer croſſe heere. They 
that ſow inteares,ſhall reape in Toy .Take it therefore 
and vſc it as an vndoubted conſolation. The teares of 
the Saints ſhall hauea ſucceeding Ioy, This isnot ſo 
generall asall teares ſhall haue comfort , and all that 
weepe ſhall haue ioy. Eſa#had teares, and 1d had 
teares , and thehandot the Lord vpon moſt wicked 
men will expreſſe teares. But mark the phraſe of the 
Church heere- It is not they that ſow teares , but 
they that ſow in teares, or with teares, They that 
in the day -of Gods viſitation doc ſow with teares 
the confeſſion of their finues , they that ſow with 
teares a true acknowledgement of their owne de- 
ſerving. They that ſow with teares their ___ nd 
UpP1- 
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ſupplications to GO D , from whom commeththe 1,,;.. 


relicfe of his owne, They: that ſowe with teares their. 
holy promiſesand vowesof amendment. - Aſſuredly 
although the ſeed-time . be. dolorous, the harueſt 
ſhalbe fruitful & pleaſant, they ſhall reaperemiſſion. 
of ſinnes,they ſhall finde from G O D a toyfulldeli- 
verie. The LORD in the beginning after he had 
deſtroyed the World with .water , being againe 
pacified , hee ſetteth downe in the. 8. Chapter of 
Geneſis, a viciſſitude of theſe things while the world 
laſteth. There ſhall be ſeed-time and harveſt, cold 
and heate, ſommer and winter , day andnight , als 
longas the earth remaineth. It is euen ſo with the 
Church of G OD and members thereof, - Als 
long as-the carth--remaineth , cold and heate, ſom- 
' merand winter, darkeneſle of trouble , light of .de- 
liverie , weeping and reioycing , till in end they 
bee brought to that perpetuall day , and all teares 
bee wiped from their eyes.. But leauing this of 
the temporall deliverie , becauſe the ſpeech hath 
beene hitherto of: the _—_ and: his- Kingdome. 
Heere mentionis made of the ſecure and peaccablee- 
ſtate oftheſubieRs thereof. And thar-this may bee 
themorecleare, compariſon-is borrowed from the 
peaccable and. quiet eſtate of ſubiets dwelling in 
a temporall and earthly Kingdome , vnder a tem. 
porall and earthly King. The peaceable eſtate of 
 FubieQs in a worldlie Kingdome is ſet out this way. 
When a man may without harme or interruption,

wardand worldlypeace in a worldly and civill fg. 
dome,isa good thing in itſelfe, and a ſpeciallbleſſing 
of GOD, hegaue it Salomonasaſpeciallbleſling, hee 


hath bidden men ſecke peace, and inquire after it, he. 


hath bidden ſo far as is poſſible, keepe peace with al! 


men, And itis cuen this outward peace which Dazid {1214 


praycth for to Ieruſalem , forthe Churches cauſe, 
Pfal. 122, Peace be withinthy walles, and proſperitie 
within thy palaces, This peace, abenefiteitis init ſelf, 
but vntomen inioying it,it is not alwayes a benefite, 
1.When men in their peace acknowledge GOD the 
Author of it. Secondly, when thetime of peaceis a 
time of the flouriſhing ofReligion 8&vertue, Thirdz 
Iy.-, when mens outward peace draweth not vpon 
them ſuch deadnes and hardnes of heart,thar they ne- 
gle their inward and ſpirituall peace with "GOD. 


Surely the peace outward as a good thing in it ſelfe, 


fo goodalſo tothem that inioy it : but becauſe this 
ſame peacchath oftentimes drawen with it all theſe 


inconvenients;forgetfulnes of God, decay of Religi-- 


on,fatneſſe of heartand ſtupiditie: therfore this out- 
ward peace is ſuch a benefite as the Lord hath not al- 
wayes ſcenemeete for his Church. But where out- 
ward peace hath madeher like ſtanding water, putri- 
fiehe would rather breake herpeace, and caſtherin 
affliction, thenthat her outward peace ſhould make 
her Toſe her ſpirituall life. It is. a word that would be 
marked and conſidered of vs this way.Firſt we al ſeek 
theſe outward things ſo farreas our 1udgement or af. 
tection apprehendeththem to be good, without lea- 


uing to God how far they are expedient: or incxpc- 
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dient for vs. Peace, proſperity, wealth and health we 
would haue,& weſay,,O tow good things aretheſc * 
But noneof theſe things ( although:good in them- 
ſclues) are to be ſought abſolutely, bur in ſo far, as he 
who knoweth what is mceteſt for vs , ſceth they may 
tend toour chiefe well and good. And therefore CA- 
gur hee craueth a moderation of his cſtate, ſince in 
both the extremities, he knew there was danger to his 
ſoule , Lord1 crauenot outward proſperitic and a- 
bundance, for I know the miſchiete of my nature, it 
may well make me to misknow thee, and I craue that 
thou wouldnot tempt me, neither with oyer-great 
want,forthere my corruption lyeth alſo at the waite, 
I feare it make me blaſpheme thee. Heere is therefore 
a good ruleof Chriſtian deſires, to ſeeketheſe things 
thatareabſolutely good, abſolutely and carneſtly,and 
of this nature isfaith,loue, repentance, and ſuch gifts 
as concerne the Kingdome of GOD, And in other 
things whichare not abſolutely good, to lay downe 
thy deſires atthe fectof God , that ofthem his hand 
may diſpenfe ſo farre vnto thee, as he thinketh mecte 
forthy well,Secondly,ye would conſider heere of his 
outward peaceand reſt, how dangerous it may proue 
to them that arenot in peace with GOD. Men may 
haue great outward peace, when in the meane time 
the very ſword of Gods wrath is hanging ouer their 
heads.In the 1.Chapter ofthis Prophecie,the Angels 
are directed to go through thecarth, 8&ro ſcarch and 
try whatthe inhabitants therofare doing, They come 
back with their report and ſay,wehaue walked to and 
fro, & behold all the earth ſitteth ſill,and is at reſt, al- 
thogh 
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thogh they were guilty at that time of ſpilling much 
of the'Saints blood, yet they thought nomore of it, 
nor ifſuch thing had neuer bindone, But when they 
are now-ineaſe,in whateſtate are they with God? Zac. 
14 verſe, I am ſorediſpleaſed, ſaith the Lord, with the 
heathen that are at caſe : while they are at-caſe, the 
wrath of God isaboue their heads, and therefore let 
nomanin his reſt and eaſe,be drawne from this tryall 
& examination in what eſtate he ſtandeth with God, 
whether vnder his favour or not,otherwiſe his caſe 8 
reſt will proue a perilous thing to him. If 19a his 
gladnes of heart (of whom it is ſaid,he was exceeding 
olad)had beene in his God, as it was in his gourd, ex- 
cceding faintnesof heart , would not haue ouertaken 1, 4.6, 
him forthe withering ofa gourd, the favour of God ; 
never fadeth nbr falleth away. And if men.would 
ſtrengthen their hearts againſt the feare or ſorrow 

that may come of the many changes that are in a 

mans life (for what-is all buta gourd thatgroweth vp 

in a night , and withereth in a night.) Let the ioy 

and gladnes of thy heart be in thy God, whoalthogh 

thy gourd wither,yet he ſhall not leaue thee, norfor- 44 : 

ſake thee. Where there is with outward peace,a grow. 

ing Church,Religion flouriſhing,the enemies decay. 

ing and holden downe, we may then looke for, and 

expect the continuance of it, But wherethe contrary 

of theſe are, the Lord will rather looſe ourpeace be- 

fore heloſe his honour,and willrather powre vs, and 

turne vs from veſhell to veſhell,then ſuffer vs to ſtt ſtil] lerem,46.1 3 
vpon ourdregs;till we loſe all ſenſe and taſte of god: 
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We come now to the tranſlation of this ſpeech, 
This outward and peaccable eſtate of the ſubiects of 
a peaceable Kingdome,is to forgiucand ſhaddow our 
the happieeſtate of the ſubiecs of this Kingdome of 
Chriſt. And of the ſubics of the Kingdome. In this 
compariſon foure things arc pointed out vnto vs. 
Firſt their peace and tranquillity, none to moleſt the, 
as in a peaceable Kingdome there is none to hinder a 
man from lying vnder his owne Vineand Figtree.Se- 
condly, theirſafetie and proteRtion, they arevnder 
the ſhaddow of Izsvs Cur1sr as vnder the Vine, 
and vnder the Figtree. Thirdly,thcir ſweet repaſt and 
teeding figured by the Figand Vine, And laſt their 
ſpirituall friendſhip and communion among them- 
ſelues, figured in theinvitation or calling cach one 
of hisneighbour vnder the Vine and Figtree. The 
firſt is then , to the ſubicts of this Kingdome of 
the Meſsias , is promiſed peace. It was ſaidof be- 


fore, that vpon his graving, ſhould follow the remo- 


uing of finnes , and taking away the iniquity of his 
people. Now vpon the remouing of finnes, followerh 
peace and quietnes. He whoſeſinnes are taken away, 
15 iuſtified, and beingiuſtified , we haue peace with 
God, Rom.s. The Angels atthe birth of Iz svs, they 
ſunga ſong of peace, The peopleat hisentricinTeru- 
ſalem, they fung a ſong of peace that commeth by 
him. Thegreat Legacie that he hath left vnto his 
Church and people is, My peace I leaue vnto you. 
And ina word heisthe Author of this peace , hce is 
the purchaſer ofthis peace, and hee is the eftectuall 
wotker of this peace : for to the conſcience of a di- 

ſtreſſed 
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ſtreſlcd ſinner, it is not the voice ofthe Law, it is not 
thevoice of a mans merite, it is not the voice of an 
Angell , it isnotthe voice of the world, norof any 
thing that is in the world,that will bring quietnes. It 
isthe voiceof Izsvs Cuxisr comefrom Edom with 
his red garments dyed in his Blood that quieteth the 
heart,ſaying,pcace be vnto thee. And no reſttoadil: 
quiered ſoule, tillſhe cometo take vp this voice, and 
{ay : I know it is the voice of my beloued. The great 
endof Chriſts commingin the world , was todeliuer 
men from feare, andput them toreſt. Before this 
peace cometoa man , where can hee turne him, or 
what way can hee looke but he hath cauſe of great 
feare? If helookevp, he hath cauſe of great feare, is 
not God his enemy ? Is it nota fearefull thing to fall 
in his hands who isaconſuming fire? The man that is 
not in'Chriſt,and partaker of this peace, how dare he 
looketo God? It helooke below, hath he notmatter 
of feare 2 forhell enlargethitſelfe, and openeth the 
mouth wide. If he looke behinde him , hath he not 
matter of feare? for then is the multitude of his by- 
paſt ſinnes following him likean armie. Ifhe looke be- 
fore him, hath hee not matter of feare © for O how 
fearcfull is deathto a man thatis not reconciled with 
God, Ifhe looketo the creatures either aboue orbe- 


ncath, what hath he but matter of feare 2 for how can 


they bein friendſhip with him, who is not in friend- 
ſhip with their GOD and Creator. But aman com» 
ming to leſus Chriſt , and by a true faith ingraft in 
him,asabranch intheſtock. He hath peace within 
that paſſeth vnderſtanding-When he looketh to God 
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in Chriſt, heis his Father, and ſo he isat peace with 


him, his Father ro whom he may ſafely truſt 8 com- 
mithimſelfe, to whom in hisend, andat his death he 
maylſay , Fatherinto thy hands I commit my ſpirit, 
When helooketh to hell , it troubleth not his peace, 
becauſe there is regiſtrat in his ſoule this ſentence in. 
failible, There is no condemnation to me that am in 
Tcſus Chriſt. When he looketh to his fins, they may 
appeareas Pharaohs hofte to follow him,but they ſhal 
neuer overtake him. The Lord hath drownedthem in 
the bottomleſle depth of his mercie. When he look- 
ethto dcath, death troubleth not his peace, death 
canno-ſting him , death cannot take his peace from 
him.But by death ſhall he come to a more full poſlel.. 
{ion ofhis peace, if he looke to the Angels,-they are 
his guard, ifhe looketo the inferiour creatures, they 
are his ſeruants,and inleagueand covenant with him. 
Andſoas itis ſaid heere of the ſubiesof a peaceable 
worldly Kingdome, Euery man ſhall call his neigh- 
bour vnder his Vine, and vnder the Fig-trce, ſo that 
man that is aſubiecof the ſpirituall Kingdome of Ie. 
ſus Chriſt, he may ſay: I will Jayme downe quietly, 
and reſt in peace, for thou art my Lord and my God, 
thou haſt reconciled me to thy Father, Since thou art 
with-me,I feare not the world, the fleſh, ſinne,nor the 
deuill. 

Now foraſmuchas all men are ſuch lovers of exter- 
nall peace,that rather or men dwellvnder a King, and 
ina Kingdome where thereis daylic found bellicous 
inſtruments, the trumpetand the drumme;, the thun- 
dcring of the canon , the pitifull cry of them that are 
put: 
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putto the edge of the ſword, they wouldhooſe ras 
ther with theloſle of their commoditie , to Foe and 
dwell where they may haue peace. And many vpon 
this ſamereſpe&, hauechanged their reſidence. Let 
vs learne this point of wiſdome for our ſoule,that we 
may ſay rather then we liue vnder the noiſe of the 
Law,and thunder ofthe threatnings of it,the noiſe of 
Gods Iudgement,the fearefull cry of our conſcience, 
we will rather goeand chooſe to dwell in this Kings 
dome, and bee ſubjects of this King , where there 
is ſuch peace and reſt. Happie is hee that js alrea« 
dic aſubiett of this Kingdome : ſeek todraw to it,for 
there is no true reſt ,peace nor tranquillity but heere, 
Theſecond thing pointed at heere of the ſubjects 
of this Kingdome, is their ſafeticand proteion, and 
thatis figured by lying vnder the ſhadow of a tree, a 
vineor a fig-tree, As the twoformer are conioyned. 
The Lord forgiueth ſinne, vpon which followeth ioy 
and peace of heart, fo whom the Lord forgiueth, and 
to whom he giueth peace,them he taketh as his owne 
in his protection, ſo that they reſt ſafely vndertheſhas 
dow ofhis wings. Theſe the Prophets conioynethin 
his 84 Pſalme. TheLordis a Sunneand ſhield to his 
owne: by the one lignifying that he is comfort and 
ioy to his owne: and by the other ſignifying, that he 
is their ſafety & protection all they vpon whom hath 
ſhined the beames of the louing countenance ofGod, 
& to whom» God hath ſhowne his pleaſant face,they 
live vnder his tuition , in ſecurity againſt all dan- 
ers and aſſaults. The ſarne two, as conioyned,are 
comfortably expreſſed in the words of the 27, Pal, 
K 4 The 
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The Lord is my light and my fſaluation , he hath ſhi. 
ned vpon me like abright Sunne : 'Then followeth 
his ſecurity by reaſon of this divine protection, Who 
ſhallI feare ? when the wicked , cuen my enemics 
come againſtme, they ſtumbled and fell, though an 
hoſte ſhould come againſt me,I will not feare, thogh 
warreſhould be raiſed, yet in this will I truſt. He that 
dwellethin the ſecret of themoſt high , hee ſhall reſt 
vnderthe ſhaddow ofthe Almightic, And to tell how 
ſure this proteRion is,he bringeth in example of onc 
ofthemoſt fearefull & dangerous euils that can come 
to man,that is,the peſtilence, And to cxpreſle theter- 
rorof it,he giueth it many names, it1s called the feare- 
full peſtilence, it is called the ſnare of the Fowler,it is 
called the feare of the night, andthe arrow that flieth 
by day, And yet there is promiſed to the man that 
truſteth in God , ſafetie and protection in the midſt 
of the rage of the plague, From this particular he 
would draw a generall, he that reſteth inthe ſecreto® 
the moſt high.he who is a member ofthis Kingdome 
of Ieſus Chriſt, hedwelleth in ſafetie, he lyeth vnder 


— theſhadow of his owne trec,freefrom all ſort of euill. 


But this appeareth to bee againſt common ſenſe and 
expcrience, for they who haue inward peace, haue 
notalwayes outward.quietnes, And the deareſt chil- 
dren of God hauebeene,and arc ſubiect to great out- 
ward mutations andtroubles. How ſtandeth this do- 
&rine of their protection and fafety from outward 
cuils with their daylie experience in the contrair,may 
not agodlic man die by the ſword, by famine, by pe. 


Ntlence? Doth amans Religion and the feareofGod 


put 
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.;put a.man jn that aſſurance; that he may fay,[ can not 
tearethe ſword, famine,norpeſlilence.Paranſwerto 
this, The proteRion of the godly fromtheſe.out- 
wardeuils-vnder the ſhadow of Chriſt, it tandeth;in 
three things. Firſt,they ſhall feare. none ofthem. Se- = 
condly, none. of them ſhall.cqme.ncerethem , as a 
_ Thirdly, they ſhalbe afluredof ajoyfull de.. 2 
iveric from them :.cither they.ſhall.not touch thee, 
or if they touch thee, they ſhall-notharmethee, They 
thall not harme norhinder thy abiding -heereals long 
as God hathappointed., Althoghthey take away.thy 
naturall life, they ſhallnot.harme thee, they þutha- 
ſtenthee.to thy happines, and make theeinterchange 
this life witha better. | 
Then , he who reſteth vnder the ſhadow of the 
moſt high, dwelleth.in ſafety and:freedome-from all 
theſe outward euils. Firſt, becauſe heis voide of the £ 
Feare of them : forthis is a ſure ward, -he.thatfeareth 
God with aſonnely feare, heneedeth feareno.other 
thinginthe world with that beaſtlie aadlauifh feare 
that tormenteth.mens heants. But he that fearethnot Sen.15.1 
God,cuery thingin'the warld., ſometimes the-ſhake © 7 
of theleafe of a: tree is fearefull to-him. Secondly, in 
all theſe outward:euils, they are free of feare, becauſe | 
thegreatfeare being taken away , the feareof hell, ' 
what needetha-man feareany. other thing. Thirdly,a 3 l 
man fearing God, and being. vnder:this ſhadow , all 
theſe outward things he feareth-them-nat;becauſc-he 
is aſſured. none of them:can.come neere-him without 
the appointment of his heaucnly Father.And he will 
find nothing by thE.but = which is forhis — - 049 
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doth not all things worke to the beſt to them that 
loue God. Secondly, aman dwelling and reſting vn- 
der this ſhadow, he hath ſafetie and proteRion, for 
heis ſure no-plague can comeneere him, Thatis aſure 
word of the Pfalme. If thou lye vnderthe covert of 
Gods wings , no plague ſhall come neere thy ,Taber- 
pacle.I call a plague, a puniſhment and vengeance of 
God forſin,begun here vpon the wicked to be conti- 
nuedafter this life,& foreuer. In this ſenſe no plague 
can comenecrehim:Was not this Stone which God 
laide before 1ehofhna , deeply grauen and ſunken for 
thy ſins , ſo that God in his Iuſtice carrnever puniſh 
thee for them, The peſtilence may come neerethec, 
but it isnoplague to thee, 'The King Ezechias had a 
peſtilentiall byle, yetit wasno plague to him, buta 
{ſweet meſſenger to make him turne him to the wall, 
weep vnto his God,and ſhed teares for his ſins. Famin 
may comeneereto thee, as it did to the houſe of 7a- 
cob,it was no plague tohim,itwasa meſſenger to ſend 
him to Egypt, where he might learne and conſider 
the marvailous workes of God toward him. Sickneſle 
may-come to thee, as to David, it was not to him a 
plague,itwasa meane to ſharpen his prayer, & make 
him ſay to his God, Lordbe mercifullvnto me, heale 
my ſoule,for I haue ſinnedagainſt thee. And inend 
death may come neere thee,anda violent death,as vn- 
to Steven , but who canſay it was a plague to him, 
when through that death: he ſeeth the Heauens rea- 
dy and open to receiuehis ſoule. Thirdly, aman re- 
ſting vnderthis ſhaddow, he dwelleth in ſafetie, and 
hath ſure and good'proteRion , becauſe if wy 4 
tncIc 
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theſe outward euils or calamities touch him, he is a{- 

ſuredof one of theſe two deliueries, Firſt if God have 

further to imploy him heere,he can and will giue him 
temporall deliverie. Is not he Maſter and Comman- 

der of all theſe euils that are evill to the ſenſe of flcſh 

and blood, Although the [word were as neere thy Gen,22,10 
throate, as the knife was to Tſaac , when his father 
Abraham was ready to kill him , and offer hima ſa- 
crifice to GQD : yet if he haue farthertodoe with 
thec,he can ſay,hold. Although the peſtilence were 
not onely in thy houſe , but vpon thy body, as it 
was vpon Ezechiah , he can ſay vntoit , ſtay. Al- 
though thou were brought downe to the gates of 
death,and of the graue, he can ( ifhe thinke mect ) pal,zo.; 
bring thee backe againe, Secondly , if he be not 2 
fred and deliucred temporally heere , he is ſureof 
an eternall freedome and deliverie , whereby being 

erfely freed of all euill, and all teares wiped from 

tis eyes, he ſhall enioy the Face of GO D, in his P{-369 
light, ſeelight with full comfort and contentment 
for euer, And thus by lying vnder the Vine and 
the Fig:tree is ſhaddowed vnto vs, the ſafetie and 
protection of the members of this Kingdome of 
Izsvs Cuxisr, Itis apoint would be marked for 
this cauſe, Firſt,men ſecke many ſhifts, andvſeſun- 
dry meanes that they may dwellin ſafetie, and befree 
of feare and danger. Butſecke where they will, there 
isnotrueſafetie bur here: he thatreſtethintheſecret 
of the moſt high, ſhalbe ſure vnder the ſhadow of the pag:, 
Almighty, As foral otherſtarting holes,if Godbe thy 
enemy, his hand can draw =_ oorth of them, But 
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ontof the clift of this rocke covered by the Hand of 
God himfelfe,the hand of man,northepower of fleſh 
and blood cannot draw thee. Then happie is the man 
who commethto'therefolution of Dauit, Who is 
Godſtuerhe Lord? and who isa rock ſanc our God? 
And canſay wirh himin the 32 Pfalme,Thouart my 
ſecrer'place, Thou preſerueſt me from trouble, and 
compaſfeſt me abonr with ioyfull deliverance. Se- 
condly,this ſame doQrine of Gods protedtion would 
alſo be marked and confidered of you, foraſmuch as 
rhereis here ſome rule whereby toknow if you have 
beene made partaker ofthe former great benefite,the 
ſpiriruall peace that flowerh of the remiſſion of ſins, 
whereby you are delivered from the feare of hell,cucn 
if yon feare noneof thefe outward euils with a baſe 
and fervilte feare. Where a mans. feare is exceſhue in 
outward troubles or calamitics, our Maſter himſeclfe: 
will thereby iudge of the weakenes. of his faith. So 
that his Diſciples being afraid vpon the ſtormie Sea, 
he faith ro them,O ye of littkefaith, But you would 
diſcerne hete betwixt fleſhlie boldnes and preſump- 
tion,and godly ſecurity in regard of this divine pro- 
reion,Some out of a fleſhly amor and carnall pre- 
ſumption,will with great andloftie words, fet at defi- 
anceall fort of trouble, they carenot the ſword, they 
feare not the peſtilence, noman,ſay they, can dic be- 
fore his day. Allthisas it is but ſwelling vanity , ſo 
haue they no true nor ſolide comfort in their ſoule, 
whoare puftvp therewith. But remember that thy 
ſecurity inthe midſt of theſe evils muſt be grounded 
this way, and gocon by theſe degrees. Firſt no thing. 
can 
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canbefall to me of accident, for God is the ruler of 
all,andals long as he hath the guiding ( and*hat will 
be cuermore ) I tharam hischilde, need norto feare. 
Secondly, nothing can come to methar is cuill, be.. 
cauſe I am Chrifts,and he will ſtiffer noenill, as enill, 
to come neere thee. Thirdly , nothing comming to 
me, can ſeparate me from the loue of God in Ieſus 
Chrift. The thirdthing pointed ar in theſe words of 
the compariſon, is the fweer repaſt that the members 
of Chriſt find in him , and this is expreſfed by two 
trees,the Fig-tree and the Vine. The oneis meat, and. 
the other is drinke,the meat is frycet, the drink ts corm- 
fortable. So all the members of Chriſt hane in him 
and by him fweetrepaft and fecding , not onely for 
neceflity, bat alfo for deleftation, not onely neat for 
theirhunger , bnt Phyſick and medicine for all their 
ficknefles and diſeaſes, Ifany man (ſayth Chriſt tothe 
Church of Laodicea) open vnto me when I knock, I 
will come invnto him, andſuppe with him , and he 
withme: where by ſupping is ſignified two things: 
Firſt, thegreat familiaritie of the Chriftianſoule with 
Chriſt, Secondly,the feeding and nouriſhment of the 
ſoule with Chriſt, andvpon his Pafſton and merite. 
Heere by comparifon frs earthly things, our feeding 
vpon him isreſembled. He is to vs both the Fig-tree 
and the Vine , meat and drinke.. He is compleat and 
perfitenouriſhmenttothe ſoule. 2. heis to vs the Fig- 
tree, no fruit ſo ſweet to the bodily taſte, As the ap- 
prehenfion of Ieſus Chriſt and his merites to the for. 
giuenes of ſin,is feet to thefoule : he is to vs the 
Vineztree. No ſuch —_— or refreſhment can come 
3 of! 
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of the Wine to a wearied and languiſhing body , as 
is the ſtrength and comfort which commeth of the 
Blood of Chriſt to a wearied ſoule, loadened with 
the burden of fin, Thirdly,he is to vs the Fig-tree and 
the Vine, both meatand medicine; meateto feed vs, 
medicineto cure our diſeaſe. And therefore vling 
this ſame compariſon , the Church ſaith to him in 
the ſecond Chapter of the Canticles, Stay me with 
thy flagons,and comfort me with thy apples, for Iam 
lick of Loue. | 

Thevſes of this point of doctrine are firſt , Secke 
thy perfeRion in Chriſt onely, and reſt vpon him as 
thy onely and perfect Saviour,in whom isthy perfect 
nouriſhment , and all thatthou ſtandeſt in need of: 
thatin ſo doing thou mayſt be ableto meet that hea- 
uenly Oracle of the Father , founded from Heauen, 
As he hath ſaid,heis my welbeloucd Son in whom I 
am well pleaſed: ſo thou mayſt ſay, In him my ſoulec 
hath perfea contentment and ſatisfation. Second- 
ly, ſeeing nothing heere that ;concerncth the bodic 
and nouriſhment thereof can ſufficiently ſhaddow 
out the ſweetnes that iSin Caux1sr, and of the food 
whichthe ſoule findethin him. And ſceing he offc; 
reth himſelfe to you in his Word and Sacraments. 
Then learne tobeleeve, not becauſe weſay out of his 
Word-itisſo: But becauſe you your ſclues haueta. 
ſtedand felt how ſweet the Lord is. And as the Queen 
of Seba comming toſee Salomon , found her fight to 
gocbeyond allthe report that ſhe had receiued: fo if 
you your ſelues taſte , you ſhall finde the ſweetneſſe 
that is in Cyr1srT, to bee aboue all thatis reported 
thereof, 
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thereof, What ſweetnes is in the Cup? None : but 
they that drinke truely of it cantell , when the ſoule 
drinketh by faith the Blood of Iz s vs Cnxisr to the 
full remiſſion of ſins, and perfe@ reconciliation with 
God, Thirdly,the fickneliles and diſeaſes of the ſoule 
are many, but here is medicine for all. Hardneſſe of 
heart agreat diſeaſe, There isnothing to ſoften it bur 
this medicine , being bathed in the Blood of Izsvs 
Currsr that was ſhed forthy ſins. Spirituall ſopor 
and drowſineſleisa great diſcaſeof the ſoule,nothing 
ſo powerfull to waken it, as to drinke ofthis wine, e- 
uen the Blood of Issvs Caxisr. Thetooquickand 
ſharpe ſenſe of finne,is a ſicknes in the ſoule that may 
make a man very ſad and dolorous,there is nothing to 
reſtore him buttheſe flagons , this medicine of the 
death and ſufferings of Issvs Cux1sr,Ardentthirſt 
and defireto berid of trouble, yeaand ſometimesto 
bee diffolued is a paine inthe ſoule, O but ſayththe 
Church,ſtay me withthy flagons. In the apprehenſt. 
on of Chriſt and his merits, we reſt contented with 
the gratious diſpenſation of our God. 

Thus they that are mernbers of the ſpirituall king. 
domeof Chriſt, they find into him ſweet & comfor- 
rable repaſt and feeding. And Chriſt is to them the 
Vincand theFigtree. And now in the dayes of the 
preaching of the Evangell, and miniſtring the Sa- 
craments thereunto annexed, is.verifted inour fight 
that which the Church ſayth in the ſecond Chapter 
of the Canticles, The figtree putteth forth her greene 
figges, and the Vines with their tender grapes , giue 
a good ſmell, Ariſe my loue, my faire one, and

knowne what they are, Let vs labour to bee that in 
deed, which we are by profeſſion, that being trees in 
the garden of God, we may be fruitfull. A good fig to 
a hungry man,is better then ten thouſand leaues: 50 
is a good fruiteof our profeſſion better and more ac- 
ccptable to God, then great oſtentation,multirude of 
words,men hauing the ſhew of godlines,butdenying 
the power of the ſame. |
